A tFp wes made over the grounds by the
whole pacty, the visitors who bad oot seen
the grounde and bulldings hefore expresa-
Ing the greatest asionlehment at the mag-
vificesce of the proparations, and those who
had visited the gronnde at some previous

time  being  even more  surprised
then their collengues at the
rapid progresa  which has been made,

After passing all through the grounds anid
bulldings the party returned down town and
wer: entertalned at luncheon,

The luneheon waa presided over by Preal-
dent Wattles and seated on €lther side of
him at the principal tables were General
Manager Bliwell and General  DPassenger
Ageat Duchanan of the Elkhorn road, Mana-
ger Rosewater, Director Hiteheoek and Prof.
F. W. Taylor, representing u\e‘utpuumun‘

After the cigars were passed President
Wattles atarted the ball rolling by making a
few pointed remarks regarding the power
of the pross and the very material asoat-
ance the exposition had reccived from the
papers represented by those Lefore him. He
expresand the hope that the eco-operation
which has existed would continue and zaid
he hoped to see all of the editors at the ex-
positlon frequently.

WORK OF THE COUNTRY PRESS

Manager Ropewater of the Dopartment of
Pabllcity  and  Promotion was the first
speaker, HMe Indulged in a few personal re-
marks of a Joking nature anml then pro-
eeeded to expres) the lasting onfizatizas of
the exposition manngement to the press of
the Unlted States, and particulatly to the
newspajecs of Nebroska, for the substantial
support the expoaltion had regelved at the
hands of the editors. He asswrted that (ks
exposition Is not a country falr or a state
fair, but a world’s fair, In which the re-
sourcea of the great trausmluwissippl reglon
a¢ Lo be shown to the whole world., Thirty-
thice states and four territories  have of-
ficlally recognized the exposltlon, and in
bringing about this condition of affairs, Mr.
Resowater sall, the couniry preas might have
been “sponged” oo, but if ¢o It had been
done In the intercst of Nebraska and the
tranamissiasippl reglon and not for the ben-
elit of Omuha. The country press had re-
sponded nobly to the calls made unon It, snd
Mr. Rosewator said the expesition Intende
to recognize the services rendored. Regard-
ing cestaln complainta which had been wade
to the effect that the country editors had
been unable to learm how they were to be
treated, he sald this matter had only been
definitely settled within the lmst few days
and he procecded to explaln the plan that
has been ndopted In this tonnection, A tlcket
will be imsued to each editor of a paper which
has favored the expositlon. Tlis teket will

Mr. Roeswater suggested that when the
editors return lome after thig brief visit
to the exposition grounds they could truth-
fully say that Nebraska has done nobly and
diallenge the world to come and se¢ what
bhas been done.

& fallurest® come to the exposition ‘would
be a litelong aubject of regret.

In cleskig Mr. Roavwater eald the De-
partment of Publiclty greatly appreclates
the help of the country press and Intends
to do everything poesible for the benefit
of the editore of the newepapers of the
slale.

General Manager Bldwell was the next

He sald the editors ex-
peot to pay for everything they receive and
do not regard free admissions as favors.
The plan outlined by Manager Rosewater,
he sald, did not meet with his approval,
and he did not belleve it would be satis-
factory to the other members of the com-
mittes or to many of the assoclation.
#ald he thought the plan presented by the
press executlve committee would be much
more acceptable, Mr. Slmmons warned the
exposition management that there are many
editors in the state who are simply waiting
an opportunity to stick a knife Into the
vitals of the exposition if the opportunity
offers, and he sald the plan now proposed
would simply afford this opportunity.

President Wattles said In reply to the
remarks of Mr, Slmmons that the exposition
expects to grant everything within reason
to the editors of the country press, and he
eald the lcast that could be done would be
to give to the edltor of every paper which
helps the exposition free admission for him-
self and wife at any time they may choose
to come to the exposition.
